was divided in to six administrative territories, As of the definition 
of the Estrategoy in Ptolemaic and Roman Egypt : 

1. Estrategoy in Ptolemaic Egypt : 

Each province had its own Estrategoy and he was like king in 
deputy, and he must Greek or Macedonian, and he had absolute 
admistrative and military authorities. 

2. Estrategoy in roman Egypt : 

That was an exclusive job for Romans only, and was offered 
to the nights class only very often, however his tasks had been 
legislated compare to how they were in the Ptolemaic era, that his 
authorities were merely administrative, and Alexandria the capital 
where was his residence, and he would only do inspecting tours in 
the territory he was responsible for, also he would be receiving 
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complaint, besides reports form his assistants at his residence in 
Alexandria.
